Elkins Amendment to Rate Bill, Di- 


vorcing Coal and Transportation In- 
dustries, Adopted by the Senate. 
Long and Short Haul Suggestion De- 
feated—Other Offerings Voted On. 


Washington, May 10.—Secretary of 


War Taft in a personal canvass of 
the senate has endeavored to re- 
Vive sentiment in favor of Philippine 
tariff legislation at the present session 
of congress. He made arguments in 
favor of a reduction of the schedules 
on sugar, tobacco and rice to 50 per 
cent of the Dingley. rates. The meas- 
ure left sleeping in the senate Philip- 
pine committee provides for a reduc- 
tion on these articles to 25 per cent of 
existing schedules. He was willing to 
go further and to eliminate the prop- 
osition {pr eventual free trade with 
the islands. Though the secretary 
met with some encouragement, he is 
not yet satisfied that such a measure 
would meet with success. 


The senate again, spent the greater 


part, of the day's" session 
in the 


consideration ot the important ques- 
tion of divorcing the production of 
coal and other commodities from their 
transportation, and closed that branch 
of its work by adopting a modified 
provision offered by Senator Elkins, 
but originally suggested by Senator 
McLaurin. There was again much 
sparring over parliamentary 
points, 


and when the coal question was final- 
ly closed the progress was so rapid 
that the first section was entirely dis- 
posed of befor* the senate adjourned. 
Other amendments were also adopted, 
but a long and short haul provision 
suggested by Mr.LaFollette was voted 
down by practically a party vote, all 
but two Republicans voting against 
the amendn.3nt. 


The Elkins amendment, as adopted, 


reads: "From and after May 1, 1908, 
it shall be unlawful for any common 
carrier to transport from any state, 
territory or district of the United 
States to any other state, territory or 
district of the United States or to'any 
foreign country, any article or com- 
modity manufactured, mined or pro- 
duced by it, or under its authority, or 
•which it may own in whole or in part, 
"or in which it ma? have any^interest 
direct or indirect, 'except such articles 
or commodities as may be necessary 
or used in the conduct of its business 
as.a conftnon carrier." 


After disposing of the question of 


transportation of coal, the senate pro- 
ceeded to the consideration of other 
amendments to the railroad rate bill, 
voting some down and accepting oth- 
ers, but acting on all practically with- 
out debate. Following are the amend1 
ments that were accepted: By Mr. El- 
kins,' requiring carriers to put in 
switches for shippers on reasonable 
terms; by Bailey, including sleeping' 
car companies and express companies 
in the bill; by Warner, providing that 
"it shall be the duty of carriers en- 
gaged in interstate commerce to give 
equally good service and like accom- 
modations to all persons paying the 
same 
compensation for interstate 


transportation of passengers." One of 
the amendments voted down was that 
offered by Mr. Elkins requiring one 
road to make connection with others 
and to prorate with the»i, and another 
provision thus disposed of was the 
McCnmber amendment requiring rail- 
road companies to supply all the spe- 
cial cars required for the proper con- 
duct of its business.

Soft-Coal Magnates In Conference at 


Chicago Decide to Resist the De- 
mands of the Miners — Arbitration 
Scheme to Be Placed Before Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. * 


New Y,ork, May 10.—With reference 


to a speech madd. at Scran ton by 
President John Mitchell, the anthra- 
cite coal operators have issued a 
statement 
Mitchell was quoted as 


saying that had an organizing tour not 
been made by him last year the rail- 
roads would have increased the regu- 
lar working day from nine to ten 
hours; increased the engineers' work- 
ing time to seven days a week, com- 
pelled the firemen to work twelve 
hours, and reduced wages. "It is im- 
portant that there should be no mis- 
understanding on this point," says the 
statement. "The fact is that none of 
the operators had the slightest inten- 
tion of reducing wages or of increas- 
ing the length of the working day. On 
the contrary, 'if the men had been left 
at work and if the agitation of which 
Mr. Mitchell so proudly boasts had not 
taken place, the men would not have 
been idle for six weeks, much lawless- 
ness would not have occurred and the 
public would not have been disturbed 
by this wholly unnecessary dispute. 
It is doubly unfortunate also that 
the convention should hace condemned 
the state constabulary, for a cursory 
examination of facts will show that 
this organization performed its duties 
carefully and moderately. Not a shot 
was fired or a stroke wielded except to 
protect life and property which had 
been wantonly attacked. This brave 
corps of men, organized upon the spe-

Roosevelt's coal commission, should 
receive the thanks of every law-abid- 
ing citizen for its conduct during 
these weeks of trial and difficulty."

Chicago Conference. 


Chicago, May 10. — Soft-coal oper-

mands was used as an argument why 
the soft-coal operators should adhere 
fo their present altitude in declining 
to agree to the demands of the miners 
in the west. It was the sense of the 
meeting that the western miners al- 
ready en joy all that the eastern miners 
asked for, and that this fact, together 
with the low price of coal, precluded 
the possibility of agreeing to the de- 
mands of the miners in the west. 
A resolution was discussed as to the 
best way to lay the proposed plans of 
arbitration before President Roose- 
velt, but no definite conclusions were 
arrived at. 


At the close of the meeting the rep- 


resentatives of the Ohio, Indiana and 
Illinois Operators' association 
met 


separately in executive session to de- 
termine what action of the concerted 
association it will indorse. The repje- 
sentatives of three associations, as 
well as the representatives of the 
western and southwestern states, will 
meet this afternoon to cast a final 
vote on the question of the personnel 
of the committee to be sent to Wash- 
ington and the representations to be 
made. J. W. Winder of Columbus, 
chairman of the Ohio delegation, in 
speaking of the meeting said: "The 
operators stand absolutely pat. and it 
has simply been a question of the best 
way to present our case."

He testified that be 
saw Hugh Taylor watching the inter 
urban car at Sixth street, and that 
when he left the car at Eigth street h* 
saw twi rren standing there and that 
a.t that time he saw Taylor approach- 
ing on a trot from 
the direction o1 


Sixth street; that when he reached the 
footbridge he crossed in front of the 
others; that he 
did not 
hear 
any 


whistle and did not see any one pros-, 
the bridge in front of him; that attei 
they arrived to the middle of the field 
he saw 12 or 15 men rushing from all 
directions; that he recognized Collins 
Beckford and Henninger in the crowd 
at that time; that he heard a shot. 
looked around and saw them all rush 
toward one spot, and then more shots 
were fiied. He stated that he recog- 
nized Collins, having seen him once 
before in front of the Wehrle 
offic^ 


when he had told him" that he had bet- 
ter not get "any job there for they had 
him spotted. He stated that after thP 
other shots he saw Loar hold his hand 
on his chest, and walk on toward Jef- 
ferson street. 


The witness was cross-examined by 


B. G. Smythe. In part the cross-ex- 
amination was regarding the testi- 
mony of the witness on this occasion 
in comparison with that at previous 
examinations. In direct -examination 
In this case the witness, stated thai 
Henninger was one of the men whom 
he recognized in the crowd in the 
field, while cross-examination showed 
that he had never identified him ir, 
anv former examinations.

the attacking parties. On a former 
occasion the witness stated that just 
after eoing down the canal bank he 
saw the men for the first time, while 
on this examination he stated that 
he was in the middle of the field.

caster Democrat. It is on the north 
bank of the reservoir, 
in 
Walnut 


township and extends from the Lake- 
side hotel eastward. Col. A. K. Roby 
of Walnut township has purchased a 
strip of land between Lakeside and 
Minthorn hotel of the Alum Creek Ice 
company of Columbus, and has plat- 
ted it into 120 lots. 


The intention is to incorporate the 


town of Roby, 
which 
will 
extend 


frm the Toledo & Ohio Central rail- 
road just west of Lakeside hotel to a 
line east of the Minthorn 
hotel or 


Hamilton house. 
This will include 


the property belonging to Mr. Roby 
William Berry, Stephen Holtberry 
George Norris, Matilda Hamilton 
and the Lakeside hotel property. It 
will have a water 
front- over 1500 


feet in length. The state owns a strip 
40 feet wide along the reservoir, and 
Mr. Roby holds a lease for 1620 feet 
ot this strip.
